Coach  Barnum, 
who  came  to  Columbia  City  from  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  his  assistant,  Richard  Duffield, 
put  the  gridsters  through  three  weeks  of 
preparation  for  their  opening  game  with 
New  Haven. 

In  their  first  start  of  the  season,  the  Eagles 
downed  New  Haven  18-12.  Nappanee  then 
fell  foe  to  the  maroon  and  gold,  meeting  a 
similar  fate  in  a  19-0  defeat.  Concordia  held 
the  Eagles  to  a  7-7  tie  in  the  next  contest, 
while  Bluffton  followed  suit  the  following 
week  21-21.  Then  back  to  the  win  column 
for  the  Eagles  as  they  downed  Garrett  13-7. 

Auburn  handed  the  gridmen  their  first 
defeat  of  the  season  24-7,  but  the  Eagles  came 
through  the  following  week  by  trouncing 
Decatur  37-6.  The  season  ended  in  the  tradi¬ 
tional  Warsaw-Columbia  City  tilt,  with  the 
Tigers  handing  the  Eagles  a  19-6  setback. 

Final  statistics  show  that  the  Eagles  won 
four  contests,  lost  two  and  tied  two.  The 
locals  scored  a  total  of  128  points  while  hold¬ 
ing  their  opponents  to  96  markers.
